Human Hair-Net*. 
The annual sale of nets of human 
hair, according to the report of the 
American consul at Kehl. estimated j 
at 12,000,000. 
Hair-nets are made almost wholly 
in the houses of Alsatian and Aus 
trian peasants; the peculiar skill re­ 
quired to net hair has become In part 
hereditary. 
The children begin first to tie the 
hairs together, end to end, to make 
one long hair. 
Then, with only a 
round piece of wood about six inches 
long and one-half inch in diameter and 
a needle, the older girls and women— 
and sometimes the men—weave the 
nets. 
Each mesh is knotted in much 
the same way that flsh-nets or ham­ 
mocks are made. 
Only tying a single 
hair is a more delicate and difficult 
task than tying a string. 
To make a dozen nets is a day’s 
work of ten or twelve hours.

WOODROW WILSON ON THE

The following is from an address 
delivered 
by 
Governor 
Woodrow 


Wilson, of New Jersey, 
at Denver, 


Col., May 7, 1911, and is worthy of 
a place in your scrapbook: 
“The man whose faith is rooted In 
the Bible knows that reform can not 
be stayed, that the finger of 
God 
that moves upon the face of the na­

witnesses it or not, the glad day of 
revelation and of freedom will come

TRACE ALPHABET FAR BACK 


Belief That It Had Its Origin W ith 
the Phoenicians Proved to Be 
a W ro n g One. 


In a lecture at the Royal institute 
Prof. Flinders 
Pietrie attacked the 
long acepted theory that the origin of 
the alphabet is to be found iii Phoeni­ 
cia, whence it came from Egyptian 
hieroglyphics. 
According to Professor Petrie, the 
researches of the last twenty years 
have shown that signs were earlier 
than pictures and that it was the sign 
that survived to become the alpha 
and beta of one civilization and the 
A 13 C! of another.

Petrie's words. ‘‘The Phoenicians are 
people of yesterday compared 
with 
these who wrote the signs that are 
the origin of all alphabets.” 
It was to pottery, said the profes­ 
sor, that Egyptologists 
and 
others 
were indebted for these signs, and 
their development was worked out or. 
these lines. 
Flatnose made a pot and 
put a mark on it to show that it was 
his. 
In time, because It was his mark 
the sign stood for Flatnose himself, 
and then the sign became attached to 
a sound irrespective of the thing it­ 
self. 
Gradually the 
wearing 
down 
went on until the sign stood, not for 
a so nd, but a syllable, and then for 
a letter. 
The signs, of course, were not an 
alphabet; 
that did not arrive until 
perhaps 1.000 IL CL, 
whereas 
signs 
were found in early prehistoric Egypt, 
probably 7.000 B. C. 
Proofs of this 
common origin were plentiful, for the 
signs spread by trade far north and 
south, and 
appeared 
similarly 
iu 
Runic, Iberian and Karian, and yet 
^\ere unknown in Phoenician.

KICKS UP 143 COINS 


Money Discovered in Canada by Ani­ 
mal Believed Lost Eighty 
Years Ago. 


Ogdensburg, X. Y.—A horse kicked 
a remarkable treasure trove into view’ 
on John McEwen’s farm on the Cana­ 
dian side of the St. Lawrence river. 
Six pieces of silver flew’ from the 
horse’s hoof when the animal was be­ 
ing driven across a field. 
The drive? 
jumped into the horses tracks ant^ 
digging with his hands, turned up 143 
coins—three Spanish pieces, one Brit* 
ish. one five-franc 
piece, 
and 
143? 
United States half-dollars. 
By English law treasure trove goes 
to the crown, so the coins have been 
turned over to the police. 
They date 
from 1805 to 1828 and they were found 
burred in straight rows standing 
on, 
edge, only three inches under ground. 
Workmen who built the Rideau ca­ 
nal were paid in American silver, it 
being part of the indemnity paid by 
the United States to Great Britain. 
This money was sent to the canal 
district in kegs, some of which w’ere 
stolen and never recovered. 
It is be­ 
lieved the money found is some of 
that lost eighty years ago.
